ter the bonds had been fo rw arded and 
in their possession for several days 


t h e y notified city officials that they 
would like to have 
them 
changed 
fr om 20 to 10 years at the same rate 


o f interest claim ing that this was what 


t h e y had figured. 
W h e n the council 
refused to m a k e the desired change 
the firm refused to accept the bonds 
and t h e y w ere sold b y the city to the 
L a C ros se National bank after consid- 
eral trouble, and loss to the city. 
T h e representative w h o is here to ­ 


day denies that any tig htness o f the 
m o n e y m ark et or other reasons given 
c u t here this m o r n in g has a n yth in g to 


do with the refusal of his firm to ac­

reaching this decision President Roose­ 
velt disapproved the recommendations 
of Harmon and Judson. The president 
favored prosecution of the corporation. 


W h e r e th e I s s u e W a s J o in e d . 
H arm on and Judson declared there 
was plenty of evidence. They declared 
that “no immunity from prosecution 
can be claimed for any officer by the 
company.” 
In reply to a letter from 
Attorney General Moody favoring the 
prosecution of the corporation Harmon 
and Judson said that great corpora­ 
tions cannot be imprisoned and that 
punishment by tine is not only inade­ 
quate. but reaches the real culprits 
only lightly, if at all. 
The evils with 
which they were confronted, they said, 
were corporate in name, but individ­ 
ual in fact, and they stated epigram­ 
matically that guilt is always personal. 
This difference of opinion ended in 
Harmon and Judson withdrawing from 
the case.

DEVICES TO BURN THEIR 
OWN BUILDINGS

officials of the state insurance depart­ 


ment that incendiarism in Wisconsin 


and the United States generally has 


become a science. 
T h e officials have 


ascertained that 
certain 
intricately 


contrived devices are used by those 


who burn their buildings in order to 


secure the face value of their poli­ 


cies. 


One of these devices consists of a 
parallelogram box, with air holes in 
top and sides. 
T h e box is filled with 
waste, and there is a bottle contain­ 
ing phosphorus dissolved in carbon 
sulphide. W h e n the buildings is m ark­ 
ed for destruction the cork 
of the 
bottle is loosened and the box 
is 
thrown into the building. 
T h e chemicals leaks slowly out of 
the bottle onto the waste, and when 
the sulphide is evaporated tile phos­ 
phorous bursts into a blaze. 
T h e time 
within which the blaze 
will 
start 
can be regulated 
b y 
loosening 
or 
tightening the bottle, so that the per­ 
son wishing to set fire to his build­ 
ing can have as much time as he 
wishes to get a w ay so as to establish 
an alibi. 
A more simple device consists 
of 
a bladder filled with gasoline. 
In 
the neck of the bladder a long fuse 
is inserted, and a candle is attached 
to the end of the fuse. 
T h e distance 
from the bottom of the candle to the 
tip regulates the time within which 


the fire will reach the fuse and ulti­ 
mately the gasoline. 
It is said that 
this 
device can be arranged 
so as 
to cause an explosion in five minutes 
to tw o hours. 
These and others interesting facts 
are brought out iii a report of the fire 
mashal of Ohio. T h e fire marshal also 
reports that smokers of tobacco cost 
the state $122,000 last year, the re­ 
sult of fires caused by lighted matches 
and cigars. 
Many fire> were caused 
b y 
rats 
and 
mice. 
Regarding the 
rats as a cause of fire, the Ohio fire 
marshal says: 
“ Rats cause many fires and the m a­ 
jority of them go to swell the al­ 
ways embarrassing figure to the fire 
marshal, the footing of fires reported 
‘origin unknown.’ 
“ The upper and lower parts of the 
teeth with* which a rat gnaws have 
a facing of enamel 
which 
will cut 
ivory. 
T h e back part of these teeth 
is soft so that it wears away like a 
chisel-like 
edge. 
Rats are
